Renchlnit llnee 
prep a red with this possibility In view 
they "dot M** aad then began a period 
of trench warfare that lasted for three 
years, In the coarse of which there 
were no remarkable gains of territory 
by either side. 

Under the mana||rment of Lord 
Kitchener Britain's millions were be- 
ing enlisted and trained and trans- 
ported to the battle grounds. Not 
only from tbe homeland did they 
come, but from Canada, Australia. 
New Zealand, India, South Africa and 
all of the far-flung possessions of the 
empire, with an ardor that settled for 
all time the question of their loyalty 
to that empire. Ireland alone held 
back to a considerable extent, hoping 
to gain Independence and making It- 
self t^ hatching ground for many a 
German plot. Kitchener's great work 
practically accomplished, he went to 
his death when a German submarine 
sank the cruiser on which he was 
going to KnsslB> 

<lermany*s SubaMirlne Warfare. 

In the flrst months of the war the 
British fleets, aided by the Japanese, 
tqpk away Germany's Island colonies,! 
and then, having almost full mastery 
of the seas, eetabllshed a blockade of 
Gennany designed to starve her Into 
submission. The reply to this was 
quick In coming. The Germans start- 
ed out their snbmarlnoa at once, and 
began building more and bigger un- 
dersea vessels. Disregarding the rec- 
ognised laws of warfare, they declared 
unrestricted .war on all vessels of 
their enemies, and a murderous career 
that Anally resulted In dragging the 
United States Into the conflict and 
bringing defeat to themselVea. The 
flrst notable victim of this method of 
warfare was the Lusitania, more than 
a thousand of whose passengers per- 
ished. On this and many another ves- 
sel that was sent down by the snb- 
inariues were American ^tlsSps,. and 
there was a powerful demand on our 
government to stop the practice or to 
enter the war. « 

For nearly two years President Wll- 
aon held back, wrltlng_numerons notes 
of protest to Berlin and receiving an 
equal number of false promisee. 
Burly In 191T Berlin annouBapil that 
submarine warfare thereafter would' 
be unrestricted — as It had been In 
reality moat of the time— and there 
was nothing left the United fltatea but 
to declare a state of war arlth Ger- 
many. This waa done on April 6 and 
from that fateful day the d-^om of < 
Germany’s great conspiracy was set- 
tied. 

Amerlea’s Wonderful llfert 

With amaslBg energy and sp eed 
America went at the tremendous task 
of making an army out of Its drlUan 
popalatton. There ware many mliK 
takes and many delays, bat those are I 
almost fdrgottan In the 'contemplation I 
of the marvelous success with- which j 
the thing waa accomplished. After a i 
long and heated debate, the selective*' 
draft system of raising an army was 
adopted, and young men by the hun- 
dred thousand were taken from their 
civilian pursuits, put in Immense 
training camps and made Into soldiers. 
To command them, thousands of of- 
fleers were trained In other camps.- In 
the incredibly short time of one year 
nearly two million lighting men, as 
eflldent as the world has ever seen, 
had been transported across the At- 
lantic. with all the vast supplies re- 
quired ; and at home the Industries of 
the land had been reorganised for the 
business of war. Knowing well the 
arduousnem of the task of winning the 
war, the government bent every ef- 
fort to It and the draft age limits were 
extended to Include all men between I 
the ages of eighteen and forty-six. 
Many thousands of those thus drafted 
were In training when the war came 
to a dose. 

America’s arrival la Prance was 
most timely. Though the crown prince 
had failed mlserhbly In his attempt te 
force a way to Paris by tbe Verdui 
route In 191d, the Germans never gave 
up their pISM to take tbe French cap- 
ital, and in tbe spring of iflifl. with 
re-enfUr c emsnts relaased from tbe 
eastern front by the collspse of Rus- 
sia, they began a powerful drive In 
northeoi France. la the flrst stage 
of this they rsoehed the ■omme..and 
Ip the second they gst teijM Marne 
again, only 8S miles from VbHs. 

Vnnkees te the Roasue. 

The Tsnkses. who were getting 
their flnal training behind the lines, 
had not yet seen vmry much action, 
but in this crials their commander. 
General Pershing, offered their linme- 
dials services to the British and 
French. Rrlgadetl with the allies, 
they went Into battle with s rush that 
Inspired the tired Tmuiiiles and 
Polliis. and the advance of the Huns 
was i-liecked. General Foch. France's 
niHNti-r ttruiegisi, wss made su|iri-nie 
.''oiiitnander of tlie allies In llie west, 
and lie st once l-e^iin delivering tl.e

The Russians Invaded Bast PrtMSilu 
and were tanking flne'progiesn tbera 
nnd In Poland, which was kept tflh 
with tome rever s e s , until early ta 
191(1, when Von Rlndehburg admfnin- 
tered to them s s u ccesslen of tsrrHk 
defests. These were not due so mtidi 
to the ffliitjsry supreme^ of the Osv^ 
mans as to the shameful betraynl oC 
the RuasiBn armies by corrupt ofliclala 
WM left them almost destitute* wt 
arms and supplies. Prom that time 
on Russia’s main successes were won 
against the AostHnns-and were tem- 
porary. DemonllsaUon steadily 
spread through tha esar's dominion, 
fostered by German agents, and the 
outcome was the deposition of Nlch- 
' nias and hIs dynasty and the estab- 
lishment of a confused semblance of 
government by the Soviets of the aol- 
dlera, workers and penaants — a condi- 
tion that remains to be cleared up, 
though the power of the bolshevik! Is 
rapidly waning. 

Italy, Ones Oefsatad, Triumpha. 

Italy, declaring that the terms of 
the Triple Alliance had been violated 
by Austria, entered the war on the 
side of the nllles on May 28, 1915, 
Turkey had gone In with Germany be- 
fore the war was three montha old, 
and Bulgarin cast her lot with the 
Teutons In October, 1015. The for- 
tunes of .the Italians were spectacular. 
They won over the Auatrlana for a 
long time and invaded the regions of 
Italls Inidentn along the Adriatic, 
threatening Trieste. Then subtle 
.Teuton propaganda, conpled with de- 
featlat work at home, brought dlaaater 
on them. Helped by German divisions, 
the Auatrlana made n tremendous 
drive and forced the Itnllana back to 
the Plave river line. There the con- 
teet stood for many months, until the 
middle of June, 1018, when under Ottn- 
eral DIaa, the Italians not only ship- 
ped another offensive, bnt turned It 
Into a great defeat and root which 
culminated In the surrender .of Aus- 
tria. This waa hastened by the full - 1 
Ing to pieces of the Auatro-Hungariaa 
empire, the states of which were es- 
tablishing their Independence, follow- 
ing the lead of the Csecbo-Blovaka. 

Turkey, with the aid of Germans, 
administered to Great Britain two set- 
bneka that were rather hnmillattng. 
The Unit was at the Dardanelles, 
whldi the British triad to force, flrst 
with navy aloo^ than with land and 
sea forces. Both attSrapts war# disas- 
trous fniinres. Tha other defeat by 
the Turks vras In Mssopotamla, whsre 
Gensra! Townshend and hts army 
were captured at Kot-SI-Aiaara. Both 
theae re ver ses wers naore than com- 
pensated for by the later cooqueat of 
Mseopotamla and the Holy Land and 
the conseqtent korreader of Taihey. 

As tor Bulgaria, sbs was bestsn 
largely by the rkgeneratad Serbian 
army, whldi had graat aaalataace from 
tha Prsneh, Orceks and British,, Ser- 
bia had bass wholly ovomm In tha 
flrst tow months of tho wan-hpt haf! 
spirit nsvsr dlsd oat and In tha Into 
susBBMr of 1918 tiM not only tagained 
hsr own, but forcod Bnigarla to her.' 
knees. 

' Ronmanta kept out of the conflict 
for some time and then Joined tbe al- 
lies. though thsy would hsvo protor- 
ted that she remain nsutral. She In- 
vndsd Transylvania and at flrst. 
thrsstcnsd to givo Austria a great 
deal of trouble, bnt Germany came to < 
Its ally's aid, Ruatia collapsed and 
Ronmania was forcsd to give up. 

Warfaro In tbs Air. 

Tbs BMMit picturesque sldo of toe 
great conflict bat been tbs war la the 
air. ' It waa quickly aean that the air- 
plane would play a Mg part in tbe 
war, and every belllgoroot nation soon 
had powerful air flosta. The machlnea 
were enlarged and Improvad beyond 
all Imagining, and from more obaor- 
vattoo planea bocamo flghting and 
bombing machlnaa of vaat Importance.

Paria aad Innnmarable 
othar unfortlflad dtlaa and towns, and 
bar airmen mad# a praetleo of bomb- 
lag Rod Croea boapitale. . 

Long bofero tha war eloaad the 
allies had astaMlahad their aupranmey 
In tbs atr, and aqual to the boot of 
tbtir flyers war# tha gallant Ameri- 
cans who sotorod that branch of the 
asrvice. 

Another novelty of the war waa the 
tank. This SMChine, baaed on an 
Amrrttan Inveution and flrst develop- 
ed by the British, came as. a completa 
surprlee to tbe Germans and they fled 
in terror from Its bristling guna and 
Its crushing weight. They tried mak- 
ing tucks for thenieelvea, but' never 
cuuirht up with tbe improvements 
brought nut by the allies. 

The net results of the Great War 
eu limit he stated yet.

Bver alnce the defeat of France In 
1870 and the formation of the German 
empire the ruling classes of Gennany 
had 'been aasidnously preparing for 
tho mighty struggle that began In 
1914, Secretly at times, with bracen 
frankness at others, they laid their 
plana, built np their mighty military 
nschine. extended their espionage sys- 
tem to all landa with the aid of the 
business houaea and the diplomats. 
Though warned by more than one stu- 
flent ot affairs, tho world In general 
Ignored all this or looked on It ns 
merely boastfulness and leglUmato 
trade competition. 

Germany's plan waa nothing leas 
then an enormous conspiracy to es- 
tablish what the conspirators know as 
“Mlttol Europe,'' a dominion oxteod- 
Ing from the North sea to the Persian 
gulf. As preliminaries 'German 
princes were placed on thrones of 
middle Europe wherever possible, and 
ananclol relations were established 
that gave Germany virtual control 
over the coveted countries. Then the 
Hon autocracy Impatiently awaited 
rrht Day."

Rustin, ao 
ally of and i^naor tor Serbia, mo- 
BlUsod Ita armies at once, dcsplta the 
protaita*«f Oormany, wheranpoa tha 
kaloar Berlarod war on Roatia. 

. Fraaco, bting la offootivo sod dafonar 
tvo.al^nee with Hnasta, araa com- 
ptilod to moblllae, and tha kalsor’a 
anaad forces got Into action at ones. 
Tho course of events so far had been 
forosoen by tho Gorman blgb com- 
amnd and It wns In accordance with 
Its prearranged plan, which was to 
cruoh France by o swift advance on 
Pnria, and then to turn about and 
make an end of Ruotia'a military ro- 
olatance. 

On Anguat 2 Gorman troops entorod 
France at CIrey and began moving 
through Luxemburg, despite the aplr- 
Itod protests of the grand duebeoa, 
and Berlin naked Belgium to permit 
the psaouge of troops through that 
country. This was refused, the kli^ 
of Belgium appealing to the. powen 
that had guaranteed tbe neutrality of 
hla kingdom. 

All this time Great Britain bad 
been striving to avert tha outbreak of 
a general war, and Gennany rested 
cemplacoutly on tho Information of 
her aplso that tbo British would not 
ootor Into tho conflict.

Of 
much Importance in aiding to combat 
any disease are nourishing and proper 
foods. 

Six hundred jind sixteen pounds of 
beef and chicken were. In a sliort time, 
In the kitchen of the states relations 
service of the department of agricul- 
ture in Washington, turned into broth. 
Doxens of eggs and gallons of milk 
went from the seme kitchen to the hos- 
pital In Dourlsblug guises. Volunteers 
aided those on the staff. 

The entire charge of the' food sent 
those 111 from the Influenxa from one 
of the emergency centers In Wasblog- 
toD, as well us the feeding of the doc- 
tors and nurses there, was uuder the 
direction of the states relations service 
kitchen. 

Another particularly valuable kltch- 
ro was one established iu Tampa, FIUh 
for the rolleviog of influenxa imtlenta 
Ui«re. 

Splendid Work in North Carolina. 

Agents In several counties. It Is re- 
ported from llalelgh, opened and oper- 
ated diet kitchens, oo-operating with 
the Red Cross In furnishing proper 
nourisbmeut to the sick, while agents

A home demonstration agent for 
Cabarrus county, North .

There are over 8(10 peo- 
ple ul>sent from the mill today, which 
will show you how our efforts are 
ueeded. The Y. M. C. A. director Is 
having our soup distributed by the boy 
scouts, and we are sending it out In 
glass Jars, fitted Into the pasteboard 
boxes lu which they *were bought. 
This keeps the soup hot."

Cook Dried Fruit Proper Way. 

Unless dried food Is prepared In n 
palatable fashion, families will tire of 
it and It M'ill be wasted. This will 
react unfuvorubly on the gardens for 
next year and on the drying campaign. 

The main dllTereuce between dried 
and frcHli ftsMl lies In the proportion 
of water they contain. Therefore the 
first step In prei)arutloo Is to put back 
water nliout equal In amount to that 
lust during drying. 

One reason why dried foods have 
been unimpular is that they so often 
have been undersouked and over- 
cooked. When the time of soaking Is 
lung, and that of cooking short, the 
flavor will be more like tlmt of fresh 
fou<l. 

Khui>e and texture must be con- ^ 
sldered, the more solid the article the 
longer the time requlretl fur Jrying, 
aud hence the longer tl\e period of 
soaking rt>quircd. After washing. 
Ku<-h foods should be put into three or 
four times their bulk of water and 
left covere«l In a cool place from three 
to iorty-eigbt hours, according to their 
substance. 'Should any Indication of 
fernfentatlon appear, they must be 
st‘:ilded ot once. Otherwise leave them 
until they regain their original slxe 
or Insu most of the wrinkles lu the 
surface; tlieu the time of cooking will 
l»e hut little longer than tlmt ueeded 
by the same fruit or vegetable fresh 
rntni the garden. 

Tlie water In which fruits bare 
Noaked should be used to cook the 
food, lu case of lUgb-flavored fniite. 
like the apricot, wore water may be 
umhI for cooking and that in which It 
MNtked will serve to give flavor to 
tasteless apples or u gelatin deasert 

Wlieu drawers do not slide easily 
rub ibeui with brown soap, such as is 
used lu the kitchen.

Hew Two Yeung Englishmen Joined 
Army Together, Teught Together, 
and Wars Killad Tegathar. 

More than once attention hai been 
directed In our columns to the curious 
meetings, and coincidences, often 
stranger than fiction, brought about 
by the war.

It Is highly Important that certain 
dlahas and cooking utensils be set 
aside for the sole use of the patient 
If It is Impossible to wash them there, 
they should be carried In a pan to the 
kitchen, and boiled before washing. 

Bemps of food left on the tmy after 
the patient has enten should bs put 
In n paper bag and burned. 

The person caring for the patient 
nhould remember to wash her hnn'SU 
freqosatly, cspednlly before leaving 
the room to mingle with other mem- 
bers of the family. She must also re- 
mentber. for her own protection, to 
keep hgr hanfis away from her mouth 
and note at all tln^ra. it la aald that 
80 per cent of contagious diseases are 
taken through the mouth and none. 

If the atekroom la sept well aired, 
dean and tidy, dlolnfectants will not 
be neecnsary, and ahonld not be naed 
unlens a phystdnn advises. All on- 
necensary furniture should be removed 
from the stekroom, so that It can 
be easily denned. Remove dost from 
the floor end cerpet with a damp 
doth wrapped around the broom. 

fJee clean dotha or paper napkins 
to remove the discharges from the 
mouth end noee. Bum these after b» 
tag need. Old dsths and cotton used 
to reedve any other discharges, Indud- 
tog -vomit material, should be placed 
to a paper bog nod burned immedl- 
stoly. 

Boiled handkerchiefs, which may not 
he bnraed, should not be placed under 
the pillow ; they help to spread the dis- 
ease. Keep them In a paper bag 
aear the bedside. ^Before being sent 
to the laundry, they should be put to 
s pan filled with water_nnd n little 
waahtog soda and boiled.'

The appointment of lieutenant of 
the Tower of London carries with It 
the tenure of the lieutenant's house, 
which boasts of historical assodatlons, 
If ever any JiOuse did.

ing one year. At the outset, he said 
there were no better soldiers in the 
world than the United States Marines. | 
He told ot the work of the two Ameri- 
can regiments from the time they went 
into the trenches in March of this year, 
up to July. How many were victims of 
gas, and what a frightful thing it was. 
The French, he said, were against shell- 
ing the enemy because the Germans 
would retaliate, but -the Americans 
went overseas to do something and 
they got busy. In June they were 
placed between the Germans and Paris 
and told to bold the line. At that time 
the French were retreating. The 
Atparicans did bold the line, by the 
bravest kind of work, and from that 
day until the Armistice was signed the 
Germans were daily forced to retreat. 
He claimed the honor was due the 2nd 
Division of Marines rather than the 
2Gth Regiment. 

Chaplain McNair told many incidents 
which made the war a very vivid pic- 
ture to all those present, closing with 
personaf experiences and two or three 
stories. 

Several times he was applauded and 
at the close, upon motion .of Douglas M. 
Easton, ho was given a rising vote of 
thanks.

day in history for many. It hardly 
seems true, or have we seen one tan- 
gible bit of evidence in black and 
whte that it is a reality.

Qvistmas Is 


Oiildren^s Day 


One story of the origin of the green 
tree as the Christmas tree among the 
people of northern Europe Is given In 
a legend of St Winnlfred. It is one 
of the many thousands of those sim- 
ple and beautiful beliefs that have at- 
tached themselves to the midwinter 
festival and which generally pass now 
under the name of "Christmas myths.” 
It Is related that St. Winnlfred. a great 
Christian missionary, began cutting 
down a "sacred” oak which bad been 
the object of worship by the northern 
pagans whom he was seeking to lead 
aright. While he was hewing down the 
huge tree It was blasted by a sadden 
whirlwind. Close beside It was a 
young flr tree, which was not harmed 
either by the wblflwlnd or by the fall 
of the giant oak. Then 'St. Winnlfred 
Is reported to have spoken as follows 
to the pagans: 

"This little tree, a young child of 
the forest, shall be your holy tree to- 
night. It la the wood of peace, for 
your homes are built of it. It Is the 
sign of an endlesa life, for Its leaves 
are always green. See how It points 
toward heaven I I.>et this be called tbo 
tree of the Christ Child. Gather about 
It; not in the wild woods, but In your 
homes; there It will shelter no deeds 
of blood, but loving gifts end acts of 
kindness.” 

The flr tree, the common evergreen 
of the northern regions, became tho 
holy tree of the converted pagans, end 
In Its honor or In memory of the 
thoughts It stood for they decorated It 
with lights and gifts at Christmas. 


The message of Chrlatmes Is love. 
Its emblem la radiant, thankful, con- 
tented childhood. Wlthoat love and 
without children there could be no 
real Christmas. The form might sur^ 
vlve but the oubstance would be lack- 
ing. 

Unhappy must be the adult who can- 
not make hlmdelf a child again In 
spirit at the Tuletide. For Christmas 
Is the universal children's day. Men 
and women are superfluous except us 
they make themselves partners with 
those whom the day glorifles.

It was only a year or 
two ago, as It seems, wbeu we bung 
our weil-wom stockings In a row along 
the mantel shelf, while our fathers 
and mothers look^ on with unfeigned 
pleasure at the Innocent confidence we 
allowed In what the morrow would 
bring forth. 

Even aa yon and L It all comes 
back In a flood of memories. Life 
was simpler tKen. Our desires were 
less pretentious than those our chil- 
dren voice now. Modest remembrances 
they were that bulged toe and heel of 
the atockings mother knit. 

Life and Its circumstances change, 
hut the essence of Christmas never. 
The same hapiiy childhood, the earoe 
restlessness, the same snail-like creep- 
ing of time as the holiday approaches. 
The some parenthood, too — the same 
planning across the reading table after 
the boys and girls are abed, tbe same 
loving consideration of what this or 
that child most desires and how far 
tbe family purse cao properly be 
stretched to permit some further pur- 
ebaoe.

After this trip, we pulled up close 
to the building where out own com- 
pany was billeted in a fair sised vU 
lage, and spent most of afternoon with 
them.'

About dark we were called upon to 
evacuate some patients back into a 
larger hospital, in that very large Bel- 
gian city we left, over a week ago. 
Again the roads were congested, dark 
and slippery, as it was raining light' 
ly.

Found one 
fellow there who knew Chelsea very 
well, and one inside the receiving ward 
from Malden; hence had two ve?y en 
joyable chats. Incidentally this hor- 
pital staff was the one that passed us 
at the place where we had first dis- 
embarked in Belgium, that stood 
alongside, our camji in the railroad 
yard, so had a chance to renew ac- 
quaintances with one or two of the 
nurses we met at that time. 

An early start in the morning of 
Tuesday, Nov. 5, would have got us 
back th- Company In fine time, except 
for the fact that in returning we 
passed one of the regiments of the 
division that had three cases, sickness 
and injuries over night, that they 
wished moved. Hence we again dup- 
licated our previous night’s trip, and 
again visited the evacuation hospital 
Completing this trip by late afternoon 
and on returning to the company we 
had to stop at Division headquarters 
for orders. The latter (the 91st) we 
found in a handsome big castle or 
chateau. The office I visited as or- 
derly on the second floor, gave me 
a chance to see some of the pretty 
interiors; massive winding staircases, 
big mirrors and some of the furnish- 
ings, all very pretty, and In fairly 
good condition. 

That night or Wednesday we were 
not disturbed by runs. The day we 
spent in going over very carefully for 
any repairs on the car; also oiled and 
filled up with gas, etc. During the 
day I received Mother’s good letter, 
and another big bunch of papers. Did 
read through hastily a few of them 
that night. My record of the receipt 
of Quincy Ledgers is now complete, I 
think, with Just one exception, thej 
first week in September, up to and in- 
cluding Sept. 21. Have also received 
the Weymouth Gazettes and Christian 
Science Monitors up to this time. My 
greatest worry, will I get a chance to 
peruse them, let alone removing wrap- 
pers. In spare moments, have, how- 
ever. made a little progress. 

Thursday moruing was able to put 
a little time on the t*ar, making it com- 
fortable riding, and possible minor 
repairs. Also adjusting one’s per- 
sonal property in small empty spaces 
in the car (equipment, pack, blankets, 
etc.) and even cleaned up the eugiue, 
so it would stand an inspection if 
necessary. 

That afternoon we had a short run 
to one of the companies of the Dlvi-

Saturday morning waa up before 
daylight, the Company waa to mova. 
The 81at Divlalon waa again return- 
ing to action. One trip to next town 
forward, and then a long trip back to 
the big city, to completely evacuate 
the Field Hospital there to the Evac- 
uation Hospital. This required a full 
and busy day, and It was late when we 
finally got back to the Company. 

While In the big city, (Nov. 9), we 
noticed it was In gay attire, soldiers 
galore, principally the bright blue uni- 
forms of the French. A band rendered 
concert in the well-filled square, 
and between our trips we learned the 
king of (Belgium and President of 
France were expected. We could not 
get very close, but the ever slow, con- 
sistent French stopped the war that 
day for themselves only, for nothing 
ever stops the Yanks. You would 
have died laughing seeing us run by 
the sentries, stationed at all approach- 
ing streets to head oft travel. How 
they did Jabber, and 'quickly scamper 
if we did not slow down. But they 
stopped long enougif to be kissed a 
couple of times on the cheeks, and 
receive a medal or two I believe from 
the rulers. Dressed up in their Sun- 
day best, with much pomp and cere- 
mony. Hence we only got glimpses 
and no time to greet personally THEIR 
MAJESTY or HIGHNESS. 

Our rest Saturday night, after a 
busy day was short and sweet, for 
again it w’as out before daylight. This 
time to move our own Company across 
the river, our LAST DRIVE’S OBJEC- 
TIVE. It was a hard and treacherous 
trip with a load. The bridge and road 
at two places completely wiped out, 
we now crossed on a pontoon bridge 
wl>h very steep descent# and ap- 
proaches. But the convoy passed in 
safety, and I guess were the FIRST 
MOTORS ACROSS, as we were re- 
ceived by hearty words of greeting, j 
hand waves and cheers, as we sped 
through several small towns. 

Finally, we again reached the rear 
lines of our doughboys, and set up 
our Dressing Station before noon. The 
afternoon was quiet, giving us a 
chance to shave (some luxury these 
days) and a good face wash. Surely 
felt strange, but makes one feel 100 
per cent better. Now, after a good 
supper of steaks, beans, mashed spuds 
with gravy and bread. My morale 
way up, I have written the preceding 
pages. Never felt better. It has been 
a nice clear Sunday, a little cool and 
cliilly, but delightful.

Where there In no dralsa^ syatem, 
extraordinary eare Is needed to keep 
tlw ground water purs. All well or 
spring water nnst be carefully watch- 
ed. Boards of health arill gladly ex- 
amine aamplea of water and report 
whether It la safe to drink. 

Water Is essential to health, but It 
nnst be pure. 

Properly pasteurised milk Is usually 
the safest kind to use; No milk Is 
safe unless frequent tests show that It 
Is untainted by disease germs. Raw 
mUk should not be used except that 
produced under the most careful su- 
pervision. To pasteurise milk at 
home, put It In a bottle, cork It adth 
a piece of clean cotton or paper cap, 
aad then place It In a small pall of wa- 
ter. If an Inverted pie-tin, with a 
few holes punched In it. Is pisced in 
the bottom of the pail, it will prevent 
the bottles from humping. Heat the 
wmter to a temperature of 145 de- 
grees Pahrenhelt, keeping M there for 
80 mlontes. After pasteurisation, the 
Bilk should be gradually cooled to be- 
low SO degrees Fahrenheit In running 
water and kept In a cool place. Paa- 
teurtaatluo will kill any germs that 
may be In the milk. Milk from dis- 
lid never, under any 
•e ueed. The three 
< 'ioper care of milk In 

ling to dairy apeclal- 
iata art, keep milk covered, dean, 
cold. 

Never tor one minntc keep milk un- 
covered or in a warm place. The nten- 
alls oaed to receive it should always 
be acalded before using and kept cov- 
ered when not In use. Milk whicb has 
been poured from the bottle should not 
hs returned to It. 

, Milk bottles should never be sllnwed 
to come out of a patient’s room, or 
sent buck to the dairy, until they buve, 
been thoroughly bolletl. Milk when 
profterly cared for is one of tbs best 
foods oldalimble. It Is nourlsliing, di- 
gestible, and usually i‘couomlcnl. 

Pood will also cause sickness if It 
carries disease germs. Since thor- 
ough cooking destroys the genus, the 
danger of cuntHgion or infection arises 
chiefly from raw foods. Fried meats. 
In large Quanlltiea. are not healthful. 
Pork should never lie eaten unlem 
thoroughly cooked. Soups and stews 
and broths should be tlioroughly lieet- 
ed before aervlog. 

It must be remembered thnt (be 
body Is not nourished merely by swal- 
lowing food; In order to nourish the 
body, food must als4) Im* digested, ab- 
sorbed and used by the tissues of the 
body. The agreeable taste or odor 
of food or even the pleasurable lliought 
of It helps to digest It. All fruJta and 
vegetables ealeu raw should be thor- 
oughly washed. 

Uarbage should not be allowed to 
become a breeding place for flies. Gar- 
bage disposal Is a matter of cleanll- 
aeaa and public decency, and should 
not be neglected so thnt It becomes a 
menace to public healtii. 

Flies, curkroachM, and other stav- 
englog insects nuty carry genus, and 
thus Infect the food, flucb tnaocts are 
always dsogeroiu, and should not bs 
tolerated, while rata, mire end venuln 
should not be allowed to reinsln la ths 
house.

The nature of the work iron arc do- 
ing should. In moat cases, detenatn# 
the weight, material and character of 
your chothing. 

Peraona working In heated offico 
buildings and factories, or wbnoe occn- 
patlon keeps them Indoors, should not 
wear heavy underwear, heavy clothes, 
haavy shoes or stockings. Instead, 
they ahonid wear lighter clothing and 
pmvids themselves, when necessary 
with heavy outer wraps. 

Those people whoee work keeps 
them III the open a large purt of tbo 
time should wesr sufflclent clothing 
to prevent their bodies from becoming 
chilled. 

Re careful in the selection of mate- 
rials for clothing. It may be helpful 
to know that. In the order of wannfh; 
materials are arranged aa follows: 
Wool, fur and down, silk, cotton and 
linen. 

Clothing should not be cbsnged ac- 
cording to the calendar, bnt according 
to the weather, so that the body can 
Iw kept at a proper uniform tempera- 
ture whatever the aeoaon. 

Rainy weather presel^ta another 
honltb problem. The siglit of thinly 
clad ankles splaahing through sleet 
and rain, nneovered throats and chests 
rising sbovc sheer, chiffon hlonsea 
seems to mean only one thing — the 
danger signal of pneumonia, rheuma- 
tism, and many other diseases that 
will leave their mark on a girl or woos- 
an for life. 

There are certain "rainy day don’ts" 
that are especially essential to health: 

1. Don't ait in damp clothing. 

2. Don't let It dry on you. 

8. Don't forget your overshoes ; they 
may save your having to change to 
dry shoes. 

4. Don’t wear low slippers and allk 
stockings outdoors on a rainy day. 

5. Don't sximae your chest to that 
damp and cold weather. 

6. Don’t get chilled ; If yon do, 
idrink something hot to restore natn- 
ral circnlatlon. Hot lemonade la 
good. 

A normal eireiilatlon la the founda- 
tion of good health, and anything that 
tends to prevent this Is dangerous. 

Avoid at all times the use of tight 
clothing — tight bats, tight neck-bands, 
heavy petticoats or dresses that drag 
from the walat and hips, and, above 
all. tight corsfts. 

Tight lacing frequently producoa 
dyspepsia, malnutrition, vomiting, 
shortness of breath, palpitation and 
faintneaa, and gives rise to round 
shoulders and stooping carriage. 

If yon wear the proper rlotblng at 
the proper time, safeguarding yonrself 
from stormy weather, yon will find It 
a valoable aid ' In keeping yourself 
healthy aod comfortable.

Wo doat y®t reallae bow 
great this work Is to be, right here In j 
New England. But we shall uuuw j 
better In a few weeks, when our I 
wounded boys nre hero* and hotter I 
still In a year from now, when we ! 
have seen them with our own eyes i 
end have heard their ztories. j 

The work that the Rod Croat has i 
done In France has been great and , 
useful. When we drived there we 
were In terrible need of tents and 
blankets.' When we had done our 
heat there was still need. Then the 
Red Cross stepped In, without any 
useless red tape, aad found us the 
tents and the blankets, and saw to it 
that our New England boys were kept 
comfortable. That means a great 
deal to a boy when he Is three thou- 
sand miles away from home, and cold j 
and wet. The Red Cross will be busy 
In France and Belgium for a long time J 
yet, with the people in the devastated 
regions and with our own boys Bnt 
the work that I can’t help thinking of 
most, the work dearest to me, is that 
which will be absolutely necessary tor 
our boys here and for their families, 
right In' oar midst 
Every day I get scores of letters 
from the relaUves of our boys. Some 
of them are most pathetic — they take 
a bold on my heart. They come from 
the mothers of our boys, mothers who 
do not know where their boys are, 
and who are sick with worry, moth- 
ers who know that their boya have 
been wounded but wish to learn more 
about them, to ease their terrible 
anxiety, mothers who wish to know 
when their dead boys will be sent 
home. 

Letters come from widows whose 
only sons are in the army in B'rance 
and who .-ire dependent on these sons. 
There mothers are sometimes in 
great need of financial aid. and they 
are afraid that their government al- 
lotments will not arrive in time. They 
need money for food and for rent. 
Here is a letter from a widow whose 
son has been wounded and is now in 
the hospital in another state. He 
cannot yet be discharged, but he is 
her only support, and she writes to 
tell me her needs becaose unless help 
comes she is going to anffer. 

Last year these mothen were send- 
ing boxes at ThankagiTing time to 
their boys. This year many ot them 
are waiting, while they weep, for the 
terrible box that will bring the body 
of the dear son home to them. These 
mothers are the rightfnl care of the 
Red Crosa, and what a work it can 
do for them. 

On our boat coming home were 186 
crippled men, coming back to make 
their way again. Another boat atart- 
ed the same day with as many more. 
Some of those boys have only one 
arm, some have only one leg, some 
will not see their mother’s face be- 
cause they are blind. What Is going 
to become of those boys who have 
given all that they could? Many of 
them cannot hold their -'d places of 
work. Where will they find new 
ones? No nobler work cun be done 
than foi’ tl- lied Cross to see to it 
'hat they are made comfortable, that 
they are looked after until they are 
settled again. And they must not 
come back to homes that have been 
uprooted while they were away. The 
Red Cross can make them most hap- 
py by having their homes safe for 
them, and their mothers and sisters 
well. 

One of the best tlt‘ ts-, about the 
Red Cross is that it has no red tape. 
It gets straight to the heart of things 
at once, and wastes no time. Its 
help is sure and quick, and that 
means every tiling. I hope that the 
I Red Cross can see to it that no man 
I shall be found, a year from now, wltli 
I an empty sleeve or on crutches, who 
I is wandering the streets looking for 
' work. We don’t yet know what It 
all means, but we are ,ig to find 
out pretfy soon when the boys are 
here again. 

The Red Cross has a great and a 
very noble task ahead.

At the recent town meeting, the ar- 
ticle relative to the acceptances of the 
so-called "Jitney Act of 1916" was 
referred to the Weymouth Planning 
Board. This board met Monday even- 
ing, with ail members present. 

To get the sense of the board, W. 
H. Bicknell moved, that wre do not rec- 
ommend the acceptance of the Jitney 
act. After considerable discussion the 
motion was lost. The subject was 
then referred to the sub-committee on 
transportation. 

The Planning Board also offered 
communications relative to "Memorial 
Forests" to a sub-committee. 

Later tho board heard Edwin Spivell 
relative to the merits of the ‘‘Track- 
less Trolley,” but took no action. , 

Writing in favor of “the Trackless 
Trolley," William McCllntock, formerly 
of the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission, says in a Boston daily: 

"But these various small communi- 
ties having had good transportation 
for years will surely not be willing to 
go back to the old methods. They 
must have some good means of inter- 
<y»mmunicatioft. If the street car sys- 
tem, with its tremendous overhead 
charges, cannot serve them, some 
other system must take its place. 

"This is essential for the local com- 
munities. It is essential to the welfare 
of the State. 

“Now, instead of further trying to 
make scant or non-paying lines prof- 
itable by burdening them with addi- 
tional outlays and forcing people to 
pay tares against which they rise in 
protest and refuse to pay, why not 
take up their tracks and convert them 
into trackless trolley lines that will 
pay, such as are in common use in 
England, Europe and ..foreign coun- 
trioR elsewhere. 

“If this w'erc done the entire prob- 
lem confronting the street rallwa;^ 
and the public would be solved at once, 
fnicB would bo restored to five cents 
and in many -cases six rides for a 
quarter, all lines would earn a profit 
and pay satisfactory dividends on all 
invested capital and the public would 
get far better and more reliable ser- 
vice. 

"That this can bo done is easily 
shown: Having to buy no rights of 
way, to construct no toads or cuts or 
fills or trestles or bridges, to tear up 
and relay no street paving, to pay for 
no expensive engineering, to buy and 
lay no rails, to construct and maintain 
no roadbeds, - tracks or rails — having 
none of the burdens of these heavy 
expenses, eight or ten miles or more 
of tradkiess trolley line can bo in- 
stalled at the cost of one mile of rail 
line." 

There are rumors about town that 
more Weymouth lines of the Bay State 
may bo discontinued or operated only 
during "rush hours." Also a rumor that 
service to South Weymouth will be 
resumed.

As though in revenge for its action 
at town meeting, Receiver Donham 
stopped suddenly on Sunday, without 
proper notice, both the street railway 
line from South Weymouth to Jack- 
son square, and the route from South 
Weymouth to East Weymouth; thus 
shutting off South Weymouth from all 
other parts of Weymouth.

bership of twenty two millions. 'Uni- 
versal Membership" has bOed. made 
the slogan of this campaign by the 
national leaders and while It Is, of 
course, out of the question to enroll 
everybody it is hoped, and even ex- 
pected, that when the. books close on 
next Monday night, the total will foot 
up close to <0.000,'000 for the country 
at large. 

Those who have had the active 
management of the plana for this 
campaign were at first a bit fearful 
that with the war virtually over many 
would think that the work of the R«>d 
Cross had ended, that the Red Cross 
was primarily and almost exclusively 
a nursing organization.

Acting upon the petition of the 
Bay State Street Railway company, 
which operates a trolley system in 18 
cities and 36 towns in eastern Massa- 
chusetts, the public service commis- 
sion, in a report made pnbUc denied 
the company the right to charge a 
flat fare of 10 cents in cities. Instead, 
the commission recommended that 
for a trial period of two months the 
railway establish a unit fare of seven 
cents on city lines, the fares on coun- 
try lines to be 2 1-S per mile as peti- 
tioned by the company. The pro- 
posed schedule would take the place 
of an intricate zone system now In 
operation. 

Mene Peary Wallace, the Eskimo 
who was of such invaluable aid to 
Robert Peary, the explorer, ta dead. 
According to a letter received from 
Pittsburgh, N. H., Mene died there in 
u logging camp of pneumonia on Oct. 
29. Mene was found in Etab, Smitb 
Sound, In the far North by Com- 
mander Peary. On account of the 
keen intelligence of the little Eakimo, 
the explorer brought him, bia parents 
and brothers to this country on the 
polar ataip Roosevelt In 1900. Wil- 
liam Wallace soon after adopted Mene 
gaming him Mene Peary Wallace, with 
whom be lived for aeyeral years. Fol- 
lowing the death of his parents and 
brothers Mene got homesick for the 
North, and wanted to go back. It was 
said at that time be was heart-broken 
and if Jtvpt here would die.
